Mrs, Whitehead, who died jn May 
lust year at the age of 51, had made 
a will in favour of her husband in 
August 1927, She executed another 
will in May 1936, in which she made 
considerable bequests to charitics, 
and left £400 0 year for her husband 
for life or until he remarried, 


Mr. Whitehead remarried last 
August. He asked the court to pro- 
hounce against the 1936 will, and 
propounded the 1927 will, with a 
codicil of October, 1935, which have 
been destroyed, 


“LIVED WITH HIS JOB" 


His case was that Mrs. Whitehcad 
was not of testamentary capacity 
when she executed the 1936 will, 


Mr. J. P, Eddy, K.C., appeared for 
the National Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and. the All-India 
Soclety for the Prevention of Cruclty 
to Animals, both ef which sought to 
set up the 1936 will. 

He sald that the relations between 
Mr. and Mrs. Whitehead were shown 
by the correspondence. . Mrs. White- 
head wrote from London to ‘her 
husband, : : 

“J suppose I have not renlisetl 
the danger of marrying a man 

+ who lived with hia job. What is 

the use of a house and garden, for 

us when ‘Tam not fond enough of.

Mr. S. J. Cull, manager of a branch 
of the Midland Bank, at Tunbridge 
Wells, where Mrs. Whitehead had had 
an account, aald thot she came to the 
branch fairly regularly between 1033 
and the autumn of 1935, When he 
Inst saw her, in February 10936, she 
nppenred ‘perfectly normal, : 

Sir Maurice . Casaldy, the heart 
specialist, sald that when Mrs. White- 
hend consulted him for heart trouble 
in duly 1935, he saw no sgn ef 
mental derangement. He agreed that 
it was possible to Inherit a form of 
delusional insanity. Mrs. Whitehead 
did not tell him that her mother hod 
beon In.an asylum for a time. -

LOYALIST COUNTER: CLAIMS 


According tu a Barcelona message, 
the Defence Minlstry issued the 
following, war bulletin on Saturday 
night: Estremadurn Front. Loyalist 
troops continued their victorlous ud- 
vance on Satufday. After crossing 
the river Zufar, they orcupied the 
village of Peraleda de Zaucego, and 
continued thelr march In the direc- 
tion of Menterublo de la.Serena. 

-On the right bank of the river, the 
Loyalists captured the village of 
Cuenca, the heights of Grana Loma 
de Nadagrullo, as well as the Helght 
686, Slerra Mejano, and several of the 
neighbouring helghts, together with 
the village of Fuente Vegunn. 

The advance continues, 

The Loyalists repulsed several 
enemy counter-attacks, 

Territory conquered by the 
Loyallsts within the Inst three days 
has extended over 600 kilometres, 
Much war material, as well as 
numerous prisoners fell into their 
hands. 

On the Eastern front, in the section 
of -Cubelln, the Loyalists offered 
herote resistance to Insurgent attacks, 
The heights of Masbell were three 
thnes occupied by the Insurgents, but 
they were finally repulsed,

PREMIER'S MESSAGE 


A Paris communication says that 
the Spanish Loyalist. Premier, Dr. 
Negrin, tssued a proclamation on 
Saturday to the Loyalist Army, in 
which he sald: "TD expect from all, 
effective co-operation for the defence 
of our soil, as has hitherto been tbe 
case, and Iam certain that the en- 
thusiasm and spirit of sacrifice of our 
troops will render a rapid victory 
possible. At the present moment of 
severe trial, the heroism with which 
our army is holding up the enemy on 
the Eastern front and on the Ebro is 
an example and encouragement for 
all those behind the front... Our eyes 
are fixed on the future of our country, 


and on the Independence of our soll,, 


and we shall gain the victory which 
we deserve."—Trans-Occan, 


3RD WEEK OF OFFENSIVE 


Saragossa, Jan. 8. 

General Franco's major offensive 
against Catalonia, now in its third 
week, has driven back the Loyalist 
resistance in the plains of Urgel, it is 
claimed, 

The ‘diMeculties shend in’ the 
campalgn, especially in the northern 
sector, have not been  miscounted, 
but it is noteworthy that General 
Yague’s Moroccan army corps is 
using pontoon bridges, flung across 
the Ebro ut Mora, and has established 
contact with the Navarrese legion- 
aries, : 

Headquarters cluim the conquest of 
at least 1,200 square miles and the 
capture of 30,000 prisoners since the 
start of the offensive... 


LOYALIST CLAIMS 


On ‘the other hand, according to 
a Barcelona communication, the 
Loyalists in the three days of their 
surprise offensive on the Estremadura 
front have driven a broad salient to 
the west, 25 miles from their orlginal 
positions, . 

North of Fuenteo Venjuna they 
have cleared a wide loop to the river 
Zugar, und have captured the road 
Junction at Peraleda and Dezucejo, 
in the Badajoz province, only ubout 
90 miles from the Portuguesa 
frontier, ‘ 

The capture of Fuentco Venjuna 
it Js also claimed, has cut the Insur- 
gents’ road and rall communications 
with the famous Penarroya mines, 
which are sald to be half encircled. 

A further message says that the 
Loyalists have captured the towns 
of Granja and Detorre Hermosa In 
the Badajoz province, as well ns La 
Coronada and four villages in an 
Important advance = during the 
Estremadurn offensive, 

Meanwhile, according to a Sarra- 
fossa message the Insurgents have 
occupicd Vilanova de Predes, about 
19 miles from the Mediterranean, and 
24 miles from Tarragona —Reuter. 

TROOPS CROSS SEGRE 
‘ Saragossa, Jan, 8. 

Most of the 300,000 troops flung 
by General Franco nguinst Catalonia 
have now crossed the Segre River, 
which, over the greater part of a 
100-mile front, is the Loyalists’ main 
natura! defence. 

Divisions of the Arngon army 
corps which In the early morning 
Med across bridges thrown over the 
river above Lerida, are now joining 
from the Bulageur bridge head, and 
are overrunning the farm-studded 
countryside, 

Velancuva and Acotelge, two of 
the few remaining Loyalist strong- 
holds were stormed ond captured 
after a heavy bombardment in 
advance, which, by to-night, carried 
the corps 12% miles cast pf Balogeur. 

_ The Insurgents are now advanelng 
to the west, and straightening up 
the Ine between Artesn and BorJas 
Blancas, the Loyalists beating a 
retreat along the Lerida-Tarragona 
road under gunfire. 

Althuugh fog persists in the 
northern sectors, there is good 
weather elsewhere on the front.— 
Reuter.

Appeasement or Peace? 


PuAT WE SHOULD live at 
peace with all our neigh- 
bours is an ideal that no one 
would wish to repudiate. .Nor 
need the fact that some nations 
have adopted forms of Govern- 
ment very different from our 
own be by itself an obstacle to 
peaceful relationships between 
our democracies and their dicta- 
torial regimes. 

The difficulty arises, however, 
in’ international: policies, for 
cour‘~ies like Germany and 
Italy and Japan insist on decid- 
ing for themselves what they 
consider their due, and definite- 
ly set about reaching their goals 
by violent means without any 
regard to the rights of other 
peoples, This is an attitude 
that. makes true Peace im- 
possible. In its place the world 
where 
Might alone determines right. 

Japan overruns China, Italy 
annexes Abyssinia, Germany. 
seizes. Austria and Czecho- 
Slovakia, The League of Na- 
tions, advances a very different 
plan for World Peace as_ its 
objective. It is founded on the 
democratic virtue of tolerance. 
The integrity and independence 
of each nation—however small 
and insignificant it may be—is 
to be respected. Violence is no 
longer to be used by any nation 
ag a means of securing what it 
considers justice for itself. No 
nation is to be judge in its own 
cause. Disputes are to be 
settled in a third-party world 
forum and Governments agrec 
to abide by decisions so reached. 
Patent’ injustices in relation- 
ships are to be. remedied by 
peaceful means in an_ atmos- 
phere of mutual understanding 
and goodwill, The united 
strength of the whole Com- 
munity of Nations. is pledged 
against aggression and anarchic 
violence, 
| This programme for peace is 
the only one that is workable; 
and the present unhappy condi- 
tions that prevail universally 
are due to its abandonment by 
the nations that pay lip service 
to its tenets but in practice be- 
tray its principles. 

We have sought appeasement 
with the militarist aggressive 
nations by yielding to their de- 
mands, The whole fabric of 
Law and Order has broken 
down. Every nation is wasting 
its substance in preparation for 
the calamity of another World 
War, which threatens to destroy 
all the values of the civilisation 
that has been so painfully built 
up. 

Are we to continue this sur- 
render? It is perhaps not too 
late even now to return to the 
League of Nations, for even to- 
day the nations that stand. for 
Law, and Order, ind Peace are 
sufficiently ‘powerful to chéck 
the flood of insanity that 
threatens to overwhelm the 
world. 7 ,

Wang Ching-wel to the Standing 
Committee of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang and 
the Supreme Natlonal Defence 
Council on December 28, 1938, and 
is now released for publication, 

“On the Oth of this month (Decem- 
ber 9, 1938) I expressed to Gencral 
Executive Chiang Kai-shek the view 
that the diMcultics now confronting 
China arlses out of the problem of 
how to sustain the War, that with 
regard to Japan they arise out of the 
problem of how toe end the war, that 
both countries — realise their own 
partleular diMeulties as welt os the 
diMculties of the other and. that 
therefore, peace {s not an im- 
possibility, In addition, I sald that, 
on this issue, in so far as foreign 
relations were conce ned, we might 
expect the assistance of Great B 
tuln, the United States and France, 
the acquiescence -of Sovict Russia, 
the non-intervention of Germany and 
Italy and especially the awakening 
of Japan, And if Japan should come 
to the realisation of the fact that 
China .could not be subjugated by 
force of arms nor the Far East 
brought under its absolute hegemony, 
then peace would eventually come 
to the relief of «ll. These’: views 
were known to all those comrades 
who were present at our conversa- 
tion, 

The statement —fssued by the 
Japanese Government on December 
22 Indicated that Japan has come to 
the proper realsation of her position 
with regard to China, It may be 
recalled that although the ‘terms 
Proposed by Japan through the 
intermediary of the German Am- 
bassador, prior to the falt of Nanking 
in the carly part of December last 
year (1037), were more unfavournble 
and even less definite, yet Gencral 
Chiang in view of the general situa 
tion, had no hesitation in accepting 
them as a basis on which to negotiate 
an honourable peace. Subsequently, 
however, as a result of Japan’s own 
hesitation and change of mind, and 
the consequent alterations of the 
Proposed terms and the widening of 
their scope after the fall of Nanking, 
the matter was left in abeyance, But 
in view of the present reconsidera~ 
tion of her attitude towards China 
by Japan, it is natural that we should 

ond with a stalement on which 
Ave may negoilate with Japan 
in order to find the Proper solution 
of various questions with a view to 
re-establishing peace and stablising. 
the - Far Eastern s{tuation. This 
opportunity to’ end. the. present war 
must not be allowed to Pass again, 

The assistance from Creat Britain, 
the United States and France is 
Bradually materialising. Such as~ 
sistunces ean only have the effcet of 
putting us in a more favourable posi- 
tion to negotiate peace; it is by no 
means suMcient to have any effect on 
the outcome of the war enabling us 
to secure a decisive victory by 
military measures. This js iwell- 
known to everybody: and needs no 
further explanation. With regard to 
the international situation, it is 
obvious that without the co-operntion 
of Grent Britain, the United States 
and France, Soviet Russia cannat 
fake any independent action to help 
Chinn on any large scale, while 
Germany and Italy will certainly not 
be reluctant “to assist in the re- 
establshment of peace, , 

With regard to the internal situa- 
tion—with the exception of the 
Communist Party and the minority 
who like to see Chinn doomed, the 
National Government — overthrown 
and the Kuomintang collapso—I ean 
sce no proper reason why anybody 
should be opposed to an honourable 
Peace, 

It is only after mature deliberation 
that I venture to make this proposal. 
T have already expounded my views 
to General. Chiang In another 
message, and I am naw addressing 
this to you In the hope that my 
sincerity be given due considcration 
ond my supeestions honoured with 
your approval,

There 
wis no doubt reparding — their 
wupertority throughout the first halt 
‘And the majority of the recond; but 
when they were over-running the 
Scots, they should have found the 
met more than twice. Had, they 
selzed ull the opportunities which 
tnme thelr way, they would have 
piled up a lend ‘which would have 
laced them in an unassailable posl- 
fon. 


LEAD INSUFFICIENT 


As it was, thelr two-goal lead did 
not prove sufficient when the Scots 
atuged their magnificent recovery. 
Their lead was wiped off in quicls 
tlne by Proctor and Hossack, und at 
one stage they were even in danger 
of defeat. Fortunately for them 
they succeeded in steadying down 
ond In the lust minute of the game 
might have snatched a victory when 
Leun Bing-kam was presented with

Better football was provided by 
the Chinese, whoso attacking move- 
ments were always well-conccived.

American blood.

CCULD NOT BE TRACED 


They were indiscriminately mated 
and when, in 1960, the frst volume 
of the American Stud Book was pub- 
Mshed considerably more than half 
the animals entered could not be 
traced in their respective female 
Hnes to individuals -imported from 
Great Britain. ; 

Lord Rosebery said that Foxhall, 
who came from the United States to 
win the Cambridgeshire, Cesare- 
witch, and Ascot Gold Cup fn 1881 
and. 1882, traced back to American 
cart-horses. 

“There is nothing wrong with the 
British thoroughbred,” he declared. 
“It may have its ups and downs, but 
In the long run it is still pre-emin- 
ently the best racchorse in the 
world.”

tho. British thoroughbred, with the 
exception of no few lines of North 
American and Australian blood, 
which were admitted under certaln

SIRED DERBY WINNERS. 


The principal American strain ade 
mitted at that time is represented by 
the numerous descendants of Orby, 
who won the Derby in 1907 and sired 
a Derby winner in Grand Parade. 

Later it was realised that this ex- 
ception had enabled some American 
horses and mares who were far from 
being thoroughbred to be admitted 
to the English Stud Book. ; 

Lord Roscbery reminded the 
meeting that fn. 1913 Messrs. 
Weatherby adopted the suggestion of 
the Jockey Club ‘that “no horse or 
more can after this date be con- 
sidered clipible for admission to the 
General Stud Book unless it can be 
traced without flaw on both sire’s 
and dam's side of Its pedigree to 
horses ond mares alrendy accepted 
in the enrlier volumes of the Book.”

at Tarresta-Cervern, At the same 
time, however, the Loyalists ‘caused

LOYALIST COUNTER-CLAIMS 


According to a Barcelona message, 
the Defence Ministry issued the 
follawingt war bulletin on Saturday 
night: Estremadure Front. Loyalist 
troops continued thelr victorious ad- 
vance on Saturday, After crosaing 
the river Zujar, they occupied the 
village of Peraleda de Zaucego, and 
continucd their march In the direc- 
{fon of Monterublo de In Serena. 

On the right bank of the river, the 
Loyalists captured the village of 
Cuenca, .the helghts of Grana Loma 
de Nadagrulla, as well as the Height 
686, Sierra Mejana, and several of the 
neighbouring helghts, together with 
the villaye of Fuente Veguna, 

The ndvance ‘continucs, 

The Loyalists repulsed 
enemy counter-attack. 

Territory conquered — by the 
Loyalists within the last three days 
has extended over 600 kilometres, 
Much war material, os well as 
numerous prisoners fell into their 
hands, 

On the Eastern front, In the section 
of Cubella, ‘the Loyallsts offered 
herole resistance to Insurgent attacks, 
‘The helghts of Masbell were three 
times accupied by the Insurgents, but 
they were finally repulsed, i. 

In the sectors of Vinaixa ond Vilo- 
sell vere fighting is in progress. 
1. t troops are offering stubborn 
re: ance, and the Insurgents have 
suffered heavy losses. 

PREMIER'S MESSAGE 

A Paris communication says that 
the Spanish Loyalist Premicr, Dr. 
Negrin, issued a proclamation on 
Satyrdiay to the Loyalist Army, in 
which he said: .“U expect from all, 
effective co-operation for the defence 
of our soil, as hus hitherto been the 
case, and Iam certain that the en- 
thuslasm and spirit of sacrifice of our 
troops will render a rapid victory 
possible. At the present moment of 
severe trial, the heroism with which 
vur army is holding up the enemy on 
the Eastern front and on the Ebro js 
an eximple and encouragement for 
all these behind the front. Our eyes 
are fixed on the future of our country, 
and on the independence of our soll, 
and we shall gain the victory which 
we deserve."—Trans-Ocvan, 


3RD WEEK OF OFFENSIVE 


Saragossa, Jan. 8. 

General Franco’s major offensive 
against Catalonia, now In its third 
week, has driven back the Loyalist 
resistance in the plains of Urgel, it is 
claimed. 

The difficulties ahead in the 
campaign, especially in the northern 
sector, have not been miscounted, 
but it is noteworthy that General 
Yapue's Moroccan army corps Is 
using pontoon: bridges, flung across 
the Ebro nt Mora, and has established 
contact with the Navarrese legion- 
arles, 

Headquarters claim the conquest of 
at least 1,200 square miles and the 
capture of 30,000 prisoners since the 
start of the offensive, 


LOYALIST CLAIMS 


On the other hand,. according to 
a Barcelona communication, the 
Loyalists In the three days of thelr 
surprise offensive on the Estremadura 
front have driven a broad salient to 
the west, 25 miles from their original 
positions, 

North of Fuentco Venjuna_ they 
have cleared o wide loop to the river 
Zugar, and have cnptured the road 
junction at Peraleda and Dezucejo, 
in the Badajoz province, only about 
90 miles from the Portuguese 
fronticr. 

The capture of Fuenteo Venjuna 
jit fs also claimed, has cut the Insur- 
gents’ road and rail communications 
with the famous Penarroya mines, 
which are said to be half encireled. 

A further message says that the 
Loyalists have captured the towns 
of Granja and Detorre Hermosa in 
the Badajoz province, as well as La 
Coronnda and four villages in an 
Important advance during the 
Estremadura offensive. 

Meanwhile, according to a Sarra- 
fossa message the Insurgents have 
occupied Vilanova de Predes, ubout 
19 miles from the Mediterranean, and 
24 miles from Tarragona.—Reuter.

Most of the 300,000 troops flung 
by General Franco against Catalonia 
have now crossed the Segre: River, 
which, over the greater part of a 
100-mile front, is the Loyalists’ main 
natural defence. 

Divisions of the Aragon army 
corps which in the early morning 
filed across bridges thrown over the 
river above Lerida, are now joining 
from the Balngeur bridge head, and 
gre overrunning’ the farm-studded 
countryside. 

Vellancuva and Acotelge, two of 
the few remaining Loyalist strong- 
holds were stormed and captured 
after a heavy bombardment in 
advance, which, by to-night, carried 
the corps 12% miles cast of Balageur. 

‘The Insurgents are now advancing 
to the west, and straightening up 
the Ene between Artesa and Borjas 
Blancas, the Loyalists beating a 
retreat along the Lerida-Tarragona 
rond under gunfire. 

Although fog persists in the 
northern sectors, there 1s good 
weather elsewhere on the front.—

par WE SHOULD live at 
peace wilh all our neigh- 
bours is an ideal that no one 
would wish to repudiate. Nor 
need the fact that some nations 
have adopted forms of Govern- 
ment very different from our 
own be by itself an obstacle to 
peaceful relationships between 
our democracies and their dicta- 
torial regimes. 

The difficulty arises, however, 
in international policies, for 
countries like Germany «nd 
Italy and Japan insist on decid- 
ing for themselves what they 
‘consider their duc, and definite- 
ly set about reaching their goals 
by violent means without ony 
regard to the rights of other 
peoples. This is an attitude 
that’ makes ‘true Peace im- 
possible. In its place the workd 
becomes’ an’ anarchy, where 
Might alone determines right. 

Japan overruns China, Ttaly 
annexes Abyssinia, Germany 
seizes Austrin and  Czecho- 
Slovakia. The League of Na- 
tions advances a very different 
plan for World Peace as its 
objective. It is founded on the 
democratic virtue of tolerance. 
The integrity and independence 
of each nation—however small 
and insignificant it may be—is 
to be respected. Violence is no 
longer to be used by any nation 
ag a means of securing what it 
considers justice for itself. No 
nation ig to be judge in its own 
cause. Disputes are to be 
settled in a third-party world 
forum and Governments agree 
to abide by decisions so reached. 
Patent injustices in relation- 
ships are to be remedied: by 
peaceful means in. an atmos- 
phere of mutual understanding 
and goodwill, The, united 
strength of the whole Com- 
munity of Nations is pledged 
against aggression and anarchic 
violence. 

This programme for peace is 
the only one that is workable;

Makes Defence 


London, Jan. 7. 


Mr. Leslie Hore-Belisha, Secretary for War, speaking in his 
constituency lost night, referred to certain charges which had 
recently been made about his administration at the War Office, and 
complained that these charges were neither open nor precise. 


‘But if appeared to be suggested 
that the War Office under his ad- 
ministration had been inactive, and 
the Secretary for War procecded to 
recount measures’ which had been 
taken during the Jast nineteen 
months for which he had held hfs 
present office. 

For thirty years, the main or~ 
fanisation of the Army had remained 
virtuolly unaltered. Since he took 
office ft hnd been completcly over- 
hauled In all its formations and 
units, 

It was being made flexible, was 
being. mechanised . and was.. being 
adapted to modern uses. The role 
of the Army had been defined in a 
series of precise priorities, 7 

A territorial field army had been 
reformed on the same lines as the 
Regular Army, involving much con- 

+ version, adaptation snd = replanting. 
Shortage of Men 

The shortaye of men, which he 
wus told there would be by March 
next at the rate of recrulting pre-

China arises out of the problem of 
how to sustain the War, that with 
regard to Japan they arise out of the 
problem of how to end the war, that 
both . countries realise thelr own 
particular difficulties as well as the 
diMculties of the other and that 
therefore, pence is not an im- 
possibility, In addition, I said that, 
on this Issue, In so far as forcipn 
relations were concerned, we might 
expect the assistance of Great Bri- 
tain, the United States and France, 
the acquiescence of Soviet Russia, 
the non-intervention of Germany and 
Italy and especially the awakening 
of Japan. And !f Japan should come 
to the realisation of the fact that 
China could not be subjugated by 
force of orms nor the Far East 
brought under its absolute hegemony, 
then peace would eventually come 
to the relief of all. These views 
were known to all those comrades 
who’ were present at our conversa- 
jon, 

The atatement issued by ithe 
Japanese Government on December 
22 indicated that Japan has come to 
the proper realisation of her position 
with regard to China. It may be 
recalled that although the terms 
Proposed by Japan through the 
intermedJary of the German Am- 
bassndor, prior to the fall of Nanking 
in the corly part of December last 
year (1937), were more unfavourable 
and even less definite, yet General 
Chiang in view of the general situa- 
tion, had no hesitation In accepting 
them as a basis on which to negotinte 
an honourable peace. Subsequently, 
however, as 2 result of Japan's own 
hesitation and-change of mind, and 
the consequent alterations of the 
proposed terms und the widening of 
their scope after the fall of Nanking, 
the matter wis Ieft in abeyance. But 
in view of the present reconsidera- 
tlon of her attitude towards China 
by Japnn, ft is natural that we should 
respond with a statement on which 
basis we may negotiate with Japan 
in order to find the proper solution 
of various questions with a view to 
re-establishing peace and stablising 
the Far Enstern situation. This 
opportunity to end the present war 
must not be allowed to pass again. 

The ossistance from Great Britain, 
the United States and France fs 
gradually materjallsing. Such as- 
sistances enn only have tho effect of 
putting us in a more favourable posi- 
tlon to negotiate peace; it Js by no 
means sufficient to have any effect on 
the oulcome of the war ennbling ‘us 
to secure ‘n- decisive victory by 
rallitary§ measures. Thin is well- 
known to everybody and needs no 
further explanation. With regard to 
the international situation, it Ia 
obvious that without the co-operation 
of Great Britain, the United States 
find Frarice, Soviet Russia cannot 
tnke any Independent action to help

Strangely enough, the 
more you write the more news you 
will find to sive. . 

What to say Jn often a problem. 
But it ought not to be. Pick out all 
the happy bila of news to relate. 
Never grumble or complain. If you 
have to mention ilncess or distress 
try to make Mght of it. By the time 
your letter is delivered the trouble 
will probably be improved, and your 
friends will worry needlessly. 

Write to your friends us you would 
talk te them. The essence of a 
letter is that it should be personal. 
Nobody will thank you for a dis- 
course on {he Europenn situation.

What to Avoid 


Never write unkind ietters, The 
urge to write and “tell that person 
ot” in often strony. Maybe he—or 
she—his said something nasty about 
you or appeared to slight you in 
‘ome way or other. Spoken angry 
words can be forgotten if they are 
not sald too often, but written words 
become photographed on the mind 
and live long to haunt us. 

If you: have a sick friend or one 
in trouble, make time to sit down 
and send a word of sympathy and 
cheer. It is the thought thiit mat- 
ters, not what you write. 

Remember that a birthday tctter 
is doubly appreciated if you post it 
in Ume to wrrive on the right date! 

Keep an address book to avold 
having: to omit writing a letter owing 
to lack of an address. 

Regarding replies to invitations, 
remember to use the sume form of 
speech when replying, Third per- 
sun calls for third person, a friendly, 
informal note for such another in 
reply. It is always a safe and polite

NOT A WIFE? 


N ISSUE STATED to be of the most profound importance to 
wives of Chinese in this Colony was argued before the Chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, and Mr. Justice R. E, Lindsell, 
Putsne Judge, in the Full Court this morning, during the hear- 
-ing of an appeal involving a well known Interport football player. 


The appeal was brought by 
Yeung Leung Sau-ying on a 
stated case against the decision 
of Mr. H. R. Butters, then 
Magistrate, in dismissing a 
summons against her~husband, 
Yeung Shui-yick, for persistent 
cruelty and maintenance.

Sir,—Certnin local paper states 
that ‘Mr. Wang Ching-wel publishes 
Nis message to General Chiang Kal~ 
shel all at a sudden before exchang- 
ing views with the General 
Executive, This is not truc, ; 

Herewith Is a copy of Mr. Wang's 
letter addressed to the Standing 
Committee of the C.E.C. of Kuomin- 
tang ond The Natlonnl Defence 
Council, which gives the real fact 
and may interest you for publication, 

Pp, S. Lin, 
Nam Wah Jit Pao. 

The following covering letter to 
the telegram published on December 
31, 1998, was despatched by Mr, 
Wang Ching-wel to the Standing 
Committee of the Central Executive 
Cummittee of the Kuomintang and 
the Supreme © National Defence 
Councll on December 28, 1938, and 
is now released for publication. 


“On the Oth of this month (Decem- 
ber 9, 1938) I expressed to’ General 
Executive Chiong Kal-shele the view 
that the diMicultics now confronting 
China orises out of the problem of 
how to sustain the War, that with 
regard to Japan they trise out of the 
problem of how to end the war, that 
both countries renlise thelr own 
particular diMcultics as well as the 
diMculties sof the other and that 
thercfore, pence Js not an im- 
possibility. In addition, I sald that, 
on this issue, in so far as foreign 
‘relations were concerned, we might 
expect the assistance of Great, Bri- 
tain, the United States and. France, 
the acquiescence of Sovict Russia, 
the non-Iintervention of Germany and 
Italy and especially the awakening 
of Japan. And if Japan should come 
to the realisatlon of the fact that 
China could not be subjugated by 
force of arms nor the Far East 
brought under its absolute hegemony, 
{hen peace would eventually come 
fo the relief of all. These vicws 
were known to nll those comrades 
tyne were present at our conversa- 

on. 

The statement issued by the 
Japanese Government on December 
22 Indicated that Japan has com? to 
the proper reallsation of her position 
with regard to China. It may be 
recolied that although the terms 
proposed by Japan through the 
intermediary of : the German Am- 
bassador, prior to the fall of Nanking 
in the carly part of December Inst 
year (1937), were more unfavourable 
and even less definite, yet. General 
Chiang in view of the general. situa- 
tion, had no hesitation In accepting 
them ag a basis on which to negotiate 
an honourable peace. Subsequently, 
however, os o result of Japan's own 
hesitation and change of mind, and 
the consequent alterations of the 
proposed terms, and. the widening: of 
thelr scope after the fall of Nanking, 
the matter was Ieft in abeyance. But 
in’ view ‘of the present reconsidera- 
tion of her attitude towards Chino 
by Japan, it Is natural that we should 
respond with a statement on which 
basis we may negoilate with Japan 
In order to find the proper solution 
of various questions with a view to 
re-establishing peace and stabilising 
the Far Eastern situation, This 
opportunity to end the present war 
must not be ollowed to pass again, 

The assistance from Great Britain, 
the United States ond France is 
gradually materiaiising, Such ns- 
sistances can only hove the effect of 
putting us In a more favourable posi- 
tlon to negotinte peace; it Is by no 
means sufficient to have any effect on 
the outcome of the war enabling us 
to secure a decisive victory by 
military measures. This is well- 
known to everybody and needs no 
further explanation. With regard to 
the international situation, it is 
obvious that without the co-operation 
of Great Britain, the United, States 
and France, Sovict Russia cannot 
take any Independent action to help 
Chinn on any large scale, vehile 
Germony and Italy will certainly not 
be reluctant to assist in the re- 
establishment of pence. 

With regard to the internal situa- 
tlon—with the exception of the 
Communist Party and the minority 
who ke to.sce China doomed, the 
National Government —_ overthrown 
and the Kuomintang collnpse—I_ can 
see no proper reason why anybody 
should be opposed to an honourable 
pence, 8, 

It-ts only after mature delieration 
that I venture to make this proposal. 
I havo already expounded my vicws 
to General Chiong in another

“In spite of this, however,. the 
Magistrate hits attempted to “put nu 
restrictlve meaning Into the Ordin- 
ince by hls interpretation. 

. “He had tried to bend the words 
and started with oa fallnclous 
assumption, 

"This, L contend, is wrong , for it 
Was not the intentlon of the legisia- 
lure to restrict the meaning of the 
word ‘wife’ or ‘marricd woman,’ 

‘The Ordinance is not for the pur- 
pose of regulating the laws of 
marriage, and, the relations of 
husband and wife must exist. 

The sole question 1s whether or 
not the wife wus married to her 
husband in accordance with the Inwd 
and customs of China, and once this 
question has been answered In the 
amirmative then the requirements of 
the Sectlon are completely sntisfied.” 

Counsel concluded by submitting 
that the Magistrate was wronjt as the 
parties, having been married In 
hecordance with the laws or customs 
of Ching, came within the meaning 
of the Ordinance, ‘ 

Allowing the appeal, the Chief 
Justice referred to the | unfortunate 
ubsence of the respondent, and to the 
Proceedings In the Court below, 

Tt had been esablished, he said 
that there was a new form of marri- 
uge since the establishment of the 
Tepunlie, ae China, to which re- 

au rive . , 
Cope cen given by the Civil 

The respondent himself had admitt- 
ted that the appellant was his kit-fat 
Wife but the Magistrate dismissed the 
summons and had stated a case in 
the course of which he found that 
the partles were in fact married in 
1934 and that, apart) from the re~ 
quirement as to registration with the 
Government the marriage was in ace 
cordance with the new form. 

“In spite of these findings, however, 
the Magistrate cume to the conclu- 
sion that no relief could be branted 
because the interpretation of the 
section under the 1935 Ordinance 
could not be construed alone but 
must be construcd by reference to 
the 1905 Ordinance, which had been 
repealed, ¢ 

“As Mr. Lee has shown, the word- 
ing of the 1935 Ordinance js clear 
beyond any shadow of doubt and 
there is no such’ patent ambiguity 
that reference to anything outside 
the four corners of the statute can 
possibly be misconstrued. 

“Another question, though it has 
not been raised, Is'‘that the statutory 
requirement of registration had not 
been complied with, 

“The reason Is not far to seek: 
there was no machinery for. the re. 
aistration or any such marriage in 
this Colony. Nevertheless, the 
Magistrate has held | that because 
there was not such hinery, the 
only nnalogy in:the Chinese form 
of ceremony was civil murringe at 
the Registry. 

“This was a palpably mistaken 
view because it wus impossible for 
the partics to register. 

The mugistrate was wrong in 
Taw, but in view of the last para- 
fraph of the stated case, the only 
order’ which we could make is that 
the appeal be allowed and that the 
case be. remitted to ‘the Magistrate 
for determination with the direction 
that, inasmuch as the evidence clear- 
ly established a’ valid marriage be- 
tween the parties, he fy, according to 
Chinese custom within the meaning 
of the Ordinance, so. to~fiud,.” 

The Court also directed that costs 
for the appeal be pald. by the res- 
pondent. 


Seven Buried By 
Swiss Avalanche 


Grenoble, France, Jan. 8. 

Held up all night by intense cold 
and darisness, a rescue [P:rty set out 
to-day to seele the bodies of seven 
skiers—five men and two women, 
who are buried in an avalanche at 
allbier Pass in the Alps. 

This is the worst skiing disaster of 
the season. 

The alarm was glven yesterday by 
Maurice Rousscllier, a Parisian, and 
the only survivor of the party, who 
set out in a caravan of the Parisian 
Alpine Ski Club,

Vizille, and Miss Torchon-Davan of 
Grenoble. ,

Silver Plan 
May Be 
Abandoned 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8. 

DECLARING THAT the 
United States’ five-year silver 
buying policy had failed to 
obtain its objectives, Messrs. 
Handy and Harman, noted silver 
brokers, declare in their annual 
review of the silver market that 
“facts and figures” indicate the 
probability of the ultimate re- 
peuting of the Silver Purchase 
Act of 1934, 

“We believe that those interested in 
silver should take into considcration 
the likelihood of such nection by Con- 
gress in the future, and the cifect of 
the market unsettlement which would 
be coused by the withdrawal of 
Government support.” 

Continuing, the review — declares: 
“The year 1938 indicates clearly the 
market's completa’ dependence upon 
the support of the United States 
Government." 

It estimates that the 1938 world 
production of silver was 264,800,000 
ounces, apportioncd as follows: 
United Stntes, 61,400,000, Mexico 
85,000,000, Canada 23,300,000, South 
America 32,400,000, and all other 
countrics 62,700,000 ounces. 

REDUCED OUTPUT 

The total output showed a reduc- 
tion of 9,900,000 ounces, or about 
three and a half per cent, from last 
year's record figures, and of this 
amount, the United States accounts 
for the largest proportion. 

The review also observes: “China 
again proved the largest source of 
supply for demonetized silver. OM- 
cin] reports from the Chinese Marl- 
time Customs covering the first 11 
months of the year show that over 
60,000,000 ounces were exported, of 
which 5,000,000 ounces were seat 
direct to England, and nearly 55,000,- 
000 to Honrkong. 

In the latter case, silver, plus other 
coins received prior to 1939 was 
trans-shipped from Hongkong to 
England to swell the holdings for the 
Chinese uecount already jn London; 
and from these holdings a steady 
stream of coin flowed into the United 
States throughout the year. Pre- 
gumably jts ultimate desUnation was 
the United States Treasury.” 

It fs estimated that about 216,000,- 
00U ounces of silver were shipped 
{rom London, and nobout 25,000,000 
ounces still remain, according to ad~ 
vices from abroad, 

Continuing, the review ‘says: In 
addition to the forevolng, there were 
sales in London on the Japanese 
account, which we nlso consider to 
be Chinese. Part of this silver was 
in the form of bars, refined in Japan, 
and .part In Chinese coin, refined in 
London, Our‘estimate of such sup- 
plies, Sn excess of Japanese mine 
production is 15,200,000 ounces. 

-HONGKONG SHIPMENTS 

“Hongkong shipped about 3,000,000 
ounces of refined and unrefined bul- 
lion to’ London, and about 140,000 
ounces of coln to’ San Francisco, 
These accounts we attribute. also 10 
China, making the total suppiles from 
that. source 240,300,000. ounces." ... .. 

The review adds that it {fs esti- 
mated that the total United States 
acquisitions of silver during 1938 
was 410,200,000 ounces, which is the 
largest recorded, except for 1935, 
when the figure of 534,000,000 ourices 
was recorded, 

The total for 1938, added to the 
2.171,800,000 ounces on hand at the 
beginning of the year amounts | to 
2,575,000,000, which represents the 
estimates of the Treasury holdings on 
December 31 last.—United Press,

white offices Were established at 
Shiuhing, Tokhing, Kwongning, and 
many other important cities, 

These offices, the pamphlet declares, 
were chiefly responsible for the 
steady supply of medicine and first 
ald corps which were sent to the 
front and also rear places in time of 
emergency. 

Several members of the medical 
staff of the society, who remained bee 
hind when the ‘seneral evacuation 
took place, have since rejoined their 
comrades after a lurge number. of 
refugees in Canton were given 
medical ald and otherwise taken care 
of,

Appeasement or Peace? 


HAT WE SHOULD ‘live at 
‘peace with all our neigh- 
bours is an ideal that no one 
would wish to repudiate. Nor 
need the-fact that some nations 
have adopted forms of: Govern- 
ment very different from our 
own be by itself an obstacle to 
peaceful relationships between 
our democracies and their dicta- 
torial. regimes. 

The difficulty arises, however, 
in international policies, for 
countries like Germany and 
Italy and Japan insist on decid- 
ing for themselves what they 
consider their due, and definite- 
ly set about reaching their goals 
by violent means without any 
regard to the rights of other 
peoples. This is an attitude 
‘niakes “true Peace im- 
possible. In its place the world 
becomes ‘an anarchy, where 
Might alone, determines right. 

Japan overruns China, Italy 
annexes Abyssinia, Germany 
seizes Austria and Czecho- 
Slovakia. The Lengue of Na- 
tions advances a very different 
plan for World Peace as its 
objective. It is founded on the 
democratic virtue of tolerance. 
The integrity and independence 
of each nation—however small 
and insignificant it may be—is 
to be respected. Violence is no 
longer to be used by any nation 
a3 nm means of securing what it 
considers justice for itself. No 
nation is to be judge in its own 
cause. Disputes are to be 
settled in a third-party world 
forum and Governments agree 
to abide by decisions so reached. 
Patent injustices, in relation- 
ships are to ‘be remedied by 
peaceful means in an atmos- 
phere of mutual understanding 
and goodwill, The united 
strength of the whole Com- 
munity of Nations is pledged 
against aggression and anarchic 
violence. 

This programme for peace is 
the only one that is workable; 
and the present unhappy condi- 
tions ,that prevail universally 
are due to its abandonment by 
the nations that pay lip service 
to its-tencts but in practice be- 
tray its principles. 

We have sought appeasement 
with the militarist aggressive 
nations by yielding to their de- 
mands. ‘The wholo fabric of 

and Order hag broken 
down. Every nation is wasting 
its substance in preparation for 
the calamity of another World 
War, which threatens to destroy 
all the values of the civilisation 
that hos been so painfully built 
up. 

Are we to continue this sur- 
render?

KWONG WAH MADE 
TO SHARE HONOURS

There is a certain quality in the football of the Royal 


Scots which defies description. 


It comes to the surface 


when least oxpected—usually when defeat for the Scots 
appears imminent—and at the Inst moment cnables the 
team to snatch 4 point from bewildered opponents. 


The Scots’ match agalnat Kwong 
Wah in the First Division of the 
Football League, played at Kowloon 
yesterday afternoon, was n case in 
point, Outplayed by the Chinese for 
‘three quarters of the match, the 
Scots suddenly became revitallsed 
and, facing, a twoenil score, managed 
to shure the honours. : 


Qut of 12 matches which they have 
played in the League to date, the 
Royat Scots have now drawn seven, 
two having been won and threo lost. 

While admitting {hat Kwong Wah 
were somewhat unlueky in having 
to hare the two points at stake, one 
can also say that in a way they 
brought this upon themselves. There 
wis ono doubt regarding — their 
superiority throughout the first halt 
and the majority of the second; but 
when they were over-running the 
Scots, they should have found the 
moet more than twice. Had they 
selzed all the opportunities which 
came thelr way, they would have 
piled up a lead which would have 
placed them In an unussallable posi- 
tlon, 


LEAD INSUFFICIENT 


As it was, thelr two-goal lead did 
mot prove suficient when the Scots 
staged thelr magnificent recovery. 
Their lead was wiped off in quick 
time by Proctor and Hossack, and at 
one atage they were even In danger 
of defeut, Fortunately for them 
they succeeded in steadying down 
and in the last minute of the game 
might have snatched a victory when 
Leung Bing-kam was presented with 
an opportunity of shooting, How- 
ever, he wasted it and the chance 
did not come ogain, ° 

Better football was provided by 
the Chinese, whose attacking move- 
ments were always well-concelved. 
They were also far more impressive 
in thelr midfield play when the ball 
was swung about in an entertaining 
manner; but they did not always 
Qnish well, far too many scoring op- 
Portunitics being frittered away. 

The defenders wero in fine form, 
and were never harricd by the Scots’ 
attack, Yeung Tse-tsony, the Kwong 
Wah centre-half, was a tower of 
strength. and outshone even Proctor, 
who was given a strenuous time by 
the nlppy work of the opposing for- 
wards,, among whom Wong Kiny- 
cheung, the outside Ieft, was always 
‘source. of trouble. | 2 A 


TACTICS FAILED 


In contrast with the Chinese, the 
Scots played the close-passing, game, 
but these tactics falled nnd Iltte 
Progress was made, The Scots nlso 
had thelr chances of scoring in the 
Mrst half, but foulty shooting nulli- 
fied some good midfield efforts. 

The game opened in a manner 
“which suggested that the Kwong 
Woh were by far the better team, 
At least, they were playing very at- 
tractive football and fully deserved 
the lead which Chin Chi-fun pave 
them) when he met a corner kick 
first-time to send the ball into the 
Scots’ net.

THE WORLD 
Merit Of British 
Bloodstock 


By Robin Goodfellow (Captain Eric Rickman) 


London, Dec. 7. 


Lord Rosebery strongly opposed attempts which, he said, were 
being made to admit impure strains to the English Stud Book when 
he spoke last night at the annual meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, of which he is Chairman. 


The mecting was held at New- 
market after the conclusion of the 
soles for the day. 

The General Stud Book was first 
compiled nnd issued In 1701 by an 
ancestor of its present compliers and 
publishers, Messrs. Weatherby. 

The horses and mares mentloned 
in Vol. I. and one or two mares re- 
corded for the first time in Vol. IL 
have formed the sole ancestors of 
tho British thoroughbred, with the 
exception of oa few Ines of North 
American and — Australian blood, 
which were admitted under certain 
conditions in 1896. 


' SIRED DERBY WINNERS 


The princlpal American strain ad- 
mitted at that tlme is represented by 
the numerous descendants of Orby, 
who won the Derby in 1007 and sired 
a Derby winner in Grand Parade. 

Later it was realised that this ex- 
ception had enabled some American 
horses and mares who were for from 
being thoroughbred to be admitted 
to the Enplish Stud Book. 

Lord Rosebery reminded the 
meeting that in 1913 Messrs. 
Weatherby adopted the suggestion of 
the Jockey Club that “no horse or 
mare can after this date be con- 
sidered eligible for admission to the 
Gencral Stud Book unless it can be 
traced without flaw on both sirc’s 
and dam's side of Sts pedigree to 
horses and mares already nccepted 
in the cariler volumes of the Book.” 

That represents the definition of 
thoughbred in this country, and, of 
course, the great majority of horses 
cunning’ under Jockey Club rules 
conform to St. 


VERDICT'S OFFSPRING 


The most notable exception, apart 
trom Imported horses, is represented 
to-day by Verdict (who had two 
strains of impure blood) and her 
offspring, including Quashed and 
Thankerton, is 

“I carnestly hope," Lord Rosebery 
sald, “that no one will ever induce 
wee Weatherby to: alter 
rule,” 


French breeders, he added, had re- 
cently joined American breeders in 
advocating that the English Stud 
Book should be opened to certain 
blood which fs ineligible, because the 
pedigrees of a number of French 
Tace-horses to-day contain some 
American blood. 

Lord Rosebery recalled the fact 
that nearly 200 years ago about -70 
horses and a dozen mares were im- 
ported into North America by British 
colonists. - 


COULD NOT BE TRACED 


They were indiscriminately mated 
and when, in 1868, the first volume 
of the American Stud Book was pub- 
lished considerably more than half 
the animals entered could not be 
traced in their respective female 
lines to Sndividuals imported from 
Great Britain. 

Lord Rosebery sald that Foxhall, 
who came from the United States to 
win the Cambridgeshire, Cesare- 
witch, and Ascot Gold Cup in 1881 
and 1882, traced back to American 
cart-horses, “a 

“There Is nothing wrong with the 
British thoroughbred,” he declared. 
“It may have its ups and downs, but 
in the Jong run It is still pre-emin- 
ently the best racchorse in the 
world.” 

Lord Rosebery said that he had 
not found one single reason why it 
would be. advantageous to admit 
impure and untraced strains to the 
English Stud Book.
